SPENCER SWEET PEAS 


The growing of Early Winter-Flowering Sweet Peas has now become 
a part of the regular growing plan of all florists. Aithough there are a few 
recognized varieties that florists have used for a number of years, new 
sorts of proven merit are being introduced from year to year and the 
following list contains several of the best of these new introductions as 
well as a number of the best of the older varieties. Where you do not 
have space to grow Sweet Peas in the greenhouse, if you will plant these 
extra early flowering varieties in a warm, sunny location out-of-doors dur- 
ing January or February you will get flowers unusually early in the spring. 


Sweet Peas can be grown in greenhouses more safely and will grow more vigorously 
and yield larger flowers if the seed and soil are treated with Semesan (see p. 24) to 


prevent “damping off.” Sow very thinly and thin out to about three inches in the row. © 


it is best to sow the tender varieties, such as whites and light pinks, in sand and trans- 
plant. Sow ninety to one hundred days ahead of the time that you want the bloom. For 
Christmas blooming the seeds should be sown about the middle or last of September. 


Early-Flowering Sweet Peas bloom in one hundred to one hundred and ten days in 
the open ground under normal conditions. Time required to bring into bloom in the 
greenhouse will vary more or less according to the amount of sun, light and heat.
